In December, 1831), he commenced 


running the line between the two cities 
by locomotive, via Bordentown and 
Oamden, and without intennUaioa con- 
tinned in active service until aboat ten 
yean ago, vrhen he waa retired from 
active duty and placed on the pension 
list. Daring many years of this time 
the line waa known aa "Quintin's line," 
and there IB no record of any serious ao- 
oident ever having happened while he 
was in charge of the train. When Mr. 
(Jain tin began railroading the usual 
time for a trip from Philadelphia to 
Treuton was three hours, The locomo- 
tives burned wooi and were capable of 
making* speed of twenty miles an 
hour.
